Transit strike end 
not in the cards

When all else fails, call in the 
experts. 

With no end in sight to the tran¬ 
sit strike, Metro Halifax went call¬ 
ing on the clairvoyant on Sunday 
to see when this dispute affecting 
tens of thousands will finally come 
to an end. 

Whether it was a crystal ball, 
tarot cards, the planets or intu¬ 
ition, the news doesn’t look good. 

“Three seems to stick out to me, 
three to four weeks from now,” 
said George LeBlanc, a self- 
described intuitive psychic medi¬ 
um with Inner Spirit Connections 
in Halifax.

A week after an animated 
debate over approving the 
Skye Halifax project, Hali¬ 
fax regional council is 
once again being asked to 
consider overriding mu¬ 
nicipal-planning docu¬ 
ments. 

Council will receive a 
report on a proposal from 
the YMCA to redevelop 
the current CBC building 
at the corner of South 
Park and Saclcville streets 
on Tuesday. The proposed 
project, a mixed-use facili¬ 
ty with two residential 
towers, would be 46 me¬ 
tres tall — exactly double 
the height allowed under 
municipal planning docu¬ 
ments. 

The municipality’s de¬ 
sign review committee 
said that’s simply too 
high. 

“While a minor varia¬ 
tion of height might be 
considered, a doubling of 
the height is too much of 
a variation to be allowed 
to proceed,” the commit¬ 
tee wrote in a Nov. 16, 
2011 report.

The committee was al¬ 
so concerned that, by pro¬ 
viding exceptions to 
HRMbyDesign on a case- 
by-case basis, council 
would be encouraging 
“spot zoning” that “makes 
a mockery” of the vision 
for downtown laid out in 
planning documents. 

But senior municipal 
staff are recommending 
council approve the proj¬ 
ect, noting it would bring 
“significant economic, so¬ 
cial and cultural benefits 
to HRM.”

Halifax regional council is 
being asked to start a 
sweeping year-long review 
of the municipality’s re¬ 
gional plan. 

The plan, a comprehen¬ 
sive planning document 
outlining growth and devel¬ 
opment rules, was adopted 
in 2006, and requires a re¬ 
view eveiy five years. 

Council approved the 
scope of the review in 2011, 
indicating they don’t want 
a re-write, but an “issue and 
opportunities-based re¬ 
view,” according to a staff 
report coming before coun¬ 
cil on Tuesday. 

The report states the re¬ 
view will revolve around 
four main themes: sustain¬ 
ability, enhancing the re¬ 
gional centre, improving 
suburban and rural com¬ 
munity design, and inte¬ 


grating land-use bylaws 
with transit and active 
transportation goals. 

“The review of the re¬ 
gion’s ‘blueprint for 
growth’ is both timely and 
critically important, given 
emerging opportunities 
and challenges,” reads the 
report. 

The review is taking 
place in conjunction with 
what staff are calling the 
Centre Plan, a document 


that will govern growth in 
the urban core, replacing 
the current regional centre 
municipal-planning strate¬ 
gy* 

That plan will focus on 
“the provision of complete 
wallcable communities, 
protection of the scale and 
character of existing neigh¬ 
bourhoods, and removing 
barriers to well-designed 
and appropriately scaled 
development.” 


$520,057 

The amount of money 
earmarked for the 
regional plan review, 
dubbed RP+5, and 
the Centre Plan. 

Both the review and the 
new centre plan require 
hefty amounts of public 
consultation, which the re¬ 
port calls “imperative” to 
their success. 

That public consultation 
will take place sometime 
between March and April. 
The report also suggests en¬ 
gaging people through so¬ 
cial media, including 
Twitter and Faceboolc, in 
order to gather responses 
on what needs to be 
changed. 

The Centre Plan is sched¬ 
uled to be delivered to 
council in September, 
while the review of the re¬ 
gional plan is expected to 
be complete in March 2013.

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Dartmouth man 
sentenced to 14 years 

O Man apologizes for NYE stabbing death © With 
credit for time served, sentence amounts to 12 years 


A Dartmouth man has been 
handed a 14-year prison 
sentence for the stabbing 
death of Jonathan Beaton at 
a New Year’s Eve party. 

Robert Harris Lamb, 22, 
will receive 30 months 
credit for time served. Fac¬ 
ing a second-degree mur¬ 
der charge, he pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter last 
week. 

Beaton, 25 at the time of 
his death, was stabbed to 
death after fights broke out 
at a house party on College 
Street in Antigonish on Jan. 
1, 2010. He sustained two 
serious knife wounds to his 
abdomen. 

Lamb came to the party 
with two other friends 
from Dartmouth and met 
with another friend who 
had both Dartmouth and

Antigonish connections. 
One of those friends was 


wearing a bulletproof vest 
and another had a hand¬ 
gun. 

In addition to Beaton, 
Josh MacKeigan was also se¬ 
riously stabbed twice that 
night and others sustained 
less serious injuries. 

Lamb apologized for his 
actions during his sentenc¬ 
ing on Friday in Pictou, say¬ 
ing that he knew what he 
did couldn’t be forgiven. 

“I never meant for this to 
happen,” he said. 

Judge Joseph Kennedy 
said he hoped Lamb would 
use his prison time to “try 
to become a complete 
man.” 

“You have been missing 
a piece,” he said. “There is 
something dramatically, se¬ 
riously wrong with you.”

A slight bump followed by 
people and luggage flying 
through the air is how one 
passenger is describing a 
train derailment Sunday 
west of Toronto that killed 
three Via employees and 
left three passengers with 
severe injuries. 

The time between the 
train leaving the tracks and 
the crash was only about 10 
seconds, but it felt like “for¬ 
ever,” said Deanna Villela of 
Welland, Ont. 

Villela was among 75 
passengers travelling on 
train No. 92 to Toronto 
from Niagara Falls, Ont., 
along the busy rail corridor 
when the train left the 
tracks around 3:30 p.m. 
Area residents described a 
chaotic scene of emergency 
vehicles, sirens blaring and 
helicopters buzzing over¬ 
head. The locomotive and 
one passenger car flipped 
onto their sides and crashed 


into a small traclcside build¬ 
ing. All six cars derailed, a 
Via official said. 

The three dead were Via 
engineers who were riding 
in the locomotive. A fourth 
Via worker in the locomo¬ 
tive was also injured. 

Amid the twisted metal 
and debris, emergency 
crews scrambled to pull 
passengers to safety. Some 
passengers were carried 
away on boards and stretch¬ 
ers while others, looking 
dazed and battered, were 
led out of the wreckage by 
emergency workers. 

“There’s no question it’s 
veiy tragic. We’re a relative¬ 
ly small company, we’re a 
family, we know everyone 
by name,” Via chief operat¬ 
ing officer John Marginson 
said at the scene. “We cer¬ 
tainly feel for the families 
of the colleagues that we 
lost.”

A federal trial over the 
worst offshore oil disaster 
in U.S. history has been de¬ 
layed for a week to allow 
more time for settlement 
talks, according to two 
people close to the case. 

The two people told The 
Associated Press the deci¬ 
sion was made Sunday 
during a conference call 
between parties in the 
case and U.S. District Judge 
Carl Barbier. They spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because a formal ruling 
had not yet been issued. 

Among other things, 
the trial that had been set 
to begin Monday is meant 


to determine the penalties 
that need to be paid by BP 
and other companies in¬ 
volved in the massive 2010 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill. Bil¬ 
lions of dollars are at 
stake. 

BP PLC confirmed that 
the trial had been delayed 
until March 5. 

It said the oil giant and 
the Plaintiffs’ Steering 
Committee were working 
to reach an agreement 
that would fairly compen¬ 
sate people and businesses 
affected by the Deepwater 
Horizon rig explosion and 
resulting spill.

It is tempting at moments like these 
— these “after-27-years-of-public-service-I-have-made-my- 
contribution-to-the-good-of-the-community-to-the-veiy- 
best-of-my-ability-and-it-is-time-to-seelc-new-horizons” 
moments — to seek to be kind too, to acknowledge the 
toll public service takes on a politician’s personal life. 

It does. But how many times in his own eye-darting, 
standup, self-serving, sticlc-to-the-talking-points farewell 
interviews did the mayor do it for us: Endlessly lamenting 
the marriage lost, the 90-hour weeks, the nights sleeping 
on the office floor?

It is tempting, too, to 
glorify any soon-to-be-gone 
politician’s accomplish¬ 
ments. 

There were a few: Kelly’s 
genuine public apology for 
the wrongs of Afficville, for 
example, is praiseworthy, as 
was his success in piloting 
the harbour-solutions 
sewage-treatment project to 

completion, HRMbyDesign, the Canada Games, the skat¬ 
ing oval, the ... 

But, after 12 years — for a man who will leave office 
this fall as Halifax’s longest-serving mayor ever — that 
list is woefully short. 

The other side of his ledger is much longer and more 
damning: The botched Commonwealth Games bid; the 
concert-gate scandal; the lack of a business case for a new 
convention centre; the mindless, my-city-is-better-than- 
Moncton push for a new stadium; the violations of HRM¬ 
byDesign; the St. Pat’s school-sale fiasco; the endless 
cat-bylaw debates; the dysfunctional council meetings; 
the secrecy about everything; the refusal to take responsi¬ 
bility for anything... 

Perhaps Peter Kelly’s greatest contribution to the 
future of our city will ultimately have been his decision 
not to re-offer. 

We no longer have to have a referendum on his record. 

We can begin to have the conversation about our 
future.

O Students trying to build Canada’s greenest home from scratch

Many Canadians under¬ 
take renovation projects to 
make their houses greener 
and cleaner. But what 
would be possible if you 
built an entire eco-friendly 
home — from scratch? 

Twenty students from 
the Endeavour Centre in 
Peterborough, Ontario, 
will find out this summer, 
when they set out to build 
Canada’s greenest home. 

“We’re a not-for-profit 
sustainable building 

school,” says executive di¬ 
rector Chris Magwood. 

“We’re aiming for this 
to be a net-energy-zero 
home. It will create as 
much energy as it con¬ 
sumes over the course of a 
year. The homeowner will 
actually earn money on

the power.” 

Solar panels on the roof 
are just the beginning. 

The 2,000-square-foot 
house will be build entire¬ 
ly from locally sourced ma¬ 
terials. 

It will also be built on 
an existing lot, so as not to 
add to urban sprawl. 

“Basically, the way peo¬ 
ple talk about the hun¬ 
dred-mile diet, we really 
approach home-building 
that way, too,” Magwood 
explains. 

“To the greatest extent 
possible, all the materials 
and people who prepare 
them will come from the 
immediate region.” 

Local sawmills will pro¬ 
duce all the lumber. 

And materials won’t be 
treated with toxins or oth¬ 
er questionable chemicals. 

The house will also be 
built to process rainwater, 
and recycle household 
grey water.

The annual net energy 
use possible in a prop¬ 
erly constructed, eco- 
friendly house — with 
a solar-panel electrical 
system connected di¬ 
rectly to the local pow¬ 
er grid. 

“The quality of the wa¬ 
ter, the air, the light in the 
home is really important 
to us.” 

When completed, the 
house will immediately go 
on the market. 

Construction costs will 
be a little higher than a 
regular two-storey home, 
but future savings in ener¬ 
gy and water costs will of¬ 
fer real savings to the 
eventual owner. 

Magwood is confident 
houses like this will be¬ 


come a lot more common 
in the not-to-distant fu¬ 
ture. 

“I first started doing this 
15 years ago, when these 
kinds of ideas were so far 
out on the fringe that it 
was hard to even have a 
conversation with normal 
people or with builders 
about it,” he says. 

“And now, the whole in¬ 
dustry feels like it’s racing 
to catch up in that direc¬ 
tion.” 

The students who build 
the house will come from 
all kinds of backgrounds. 

Space in the program is 
still available. 

“Things are always 
doable if you throw 
enough time and money at 
them,” Magwood con¬ 
cludes. 

“But you want to make 
sure it’s also repeatable, af¬ 
fordable and available.”

With a title like Screw 
Business As Usual coming 
from the likes of Sir 
Richard Branson, emper¬ 
or of the Virgin Group, 
you come to expect that, 
though off the cuff, there 
is likely some sound ad¬ 
vice on the way. 

Branson’s key message 
is clear: “doing good is 
good for business.” Es¬ 
chewing old school capi¬ 
talism, Branson outlines 
his vision of what modern 
capitalism should look 
like. He calls it Capitalism 
24902, a model that looks 
beyond profits, but looks 
at how businesses should 
shape themselves to bene¬ 
fit the globe. 

“Its not OK that nearly 
half the world’s popula¬ 


tion lives on less than $2 a 
day” says Branson. 

In Branson’s opinion, 
change needs to come 
from the ordinary person. 
“I’m talking about the 
power of the ordinary 
everyday person to be¬ 
come entrepreneurs and 
change makers.” He al¬ 
ludes to the shift in com¬ 
munications access and 
transparency, in a day and 
age where anyone can 
share their opinion pub¬ 
licly and be heard. 

One of the most touch¬ 
ing examples Branson 
gives takes place in South 
Africa. In his book he 
talks about Virgin Unite, 
the Charity arm to the 
Virgin Group, and how 
they established the Bran¬ 
son Centre for Entrepre¬ 
neurship in 

Johannesburg. 

I don’t use the ‘L word’ 
too often, but I have to in 
this case. Branson’s ener¬ 
gy and passion is dripping 
from this book. I loved 
eveiy word, and feel in¬ 
spired to take on his call 
for change.
